REPORT. 

Mr Martiti proaontod report of private 
rbUUi.opmtnitteQ recommending (hat time 

■ for' receiving reports be extended until 
Monday next, 16th Inst. 

Jleoeived. 

Mr. Beaven .moved: Whereas, the aot 
respecting the electoral franchise passed 
by the parliament of Canada at ita last sit- 
ting curtails the political rights of some 
of the people of this province, be it there- 
fore resolved, thivj; a respectful addre.fsbe 
presented tn his honor, the lieutenant- 
governor, requesting him to urj<B tlio Do- 
minion government either to repeal the 
aot altdgether or exempt this province 
from Ite operation. 

The mover said that manhood suflraHe 
had existed in the province for many 
years— that all men above twenty-', no 
years of age, resident twelve months in 
thQ province and registered, were entitled 
to vote. The Dominion franchise act, 
which inoreaaed the v<)ting power in 

' other provinces, would tend to diminish 
its extent as affecting British Columbia. 
The fact that the Dominion act had con- 
templated giving a vote to all Indiana 
and Chinese showed how little these latter 
people were understood, also the Indians 
of this coast who were entirely inferior to 
those of the east, and yet the act- which 
proposed to extend voting power in this 
direction also - proposed curtailing the 

^- white voting strength. It was possiblo 

■ that the Dominion government, if follow- 
ing tho same course as it had shown a 
tendency to pursue, would by making the 
property qualifications of voters more 
Btringent do away entirely with British 
Columbia representation in the corainons. 
This might be an extreme view of the 
case, but it was possible, conaidering tho 
course that seemed to bejndicined. He 
thought it would look more like progress 

■ if the other provinces brought their fran- 
chise to the standard of that of British 
Oqlumbia. 

Hon. Mr. Davie could well conceive that 
any proposition in this regard made to tho 
Dominion government by this province 
would ba mot with the rejoinder fur the 
province to mind its own business. He 
had not heard anything in the last apouk- 
er's words to show him that British 
Columbia was unfairly treated in respect 
of the election of Dominion roprcaenlu- 
tives. Those who were on the provincial 
voters' list wore entitled to vote for Do- 

I minion representation, for the Dominion 
revising officers were compelled to follow 
the provincial lists. 

Mr. Grant romemberod hearing a Do- 
minion representative of Victoria, allud- 
ing to the necessary property qualilica- 
tioDS, say that it was a very poor man who 
eould not earn §300 a year, or pay that 

' amount in rent, showing thereby that his 
interpretation of the franohise act was 
that a monoy qualification was requisite. 

Hon. Mr. Sniithe also took the view 
that tho Dominion yovernnient would 
ignore a resolution uf this kind. It would 

'ibej-alao, a .reflection upon their repre- 

, sentatives at Ottawa as apparently passing 
them over on- a subject which thoy were 

"well competent to reproisent. The Do- 
minion ' franchise act was a good 
thing, in that it placed all Dominion 
elections on a somewhat similar basis. 
.Thejonly stipulations made in this pro- 
viDGe with regard to local elections were 
that a voter must be a British subject, 21 
years of age, have been a reai,deut in tho 
province for I'J months, and niuat bIho 
have duly registered his li^ht to vote. The 
advisability of making it compulsory to 
place on record the names of all those en- 
titled to vote at provincial . elections had 
often been considered;.; He thought ;;that 
-to the Dominion govertiment could be 
safely left the right to say who should be 
voters to return members to that parlia- 
ment, the means thoy proposed to tjx- 
olude aliens and those otherwise not on- 
titled to vote from those lists being more 
effectual than those precautions observed 
by the province.i'h regard to its o'wn olcc- 
tiona. He differed somewhat from the 
opinion of the attorney-general, though' 
he would not go eo far as to. say that his 
own opinion was the correct one. There 



seemed to be a feeling on tho part of mem- 
bers on this aide of the house to have the 
matter fully discu.saed, and with this end 
in . view he would therefore move that the 
fdebate.ba .adjourned.'^-, 
^ Mr"; 'Beaven^said this house might not 
have the legal right, or might not have 
the ability to change iiie tenor of tho Do- 
minion franchise act, but ho thought it waa 
its duty to forward -the resolution. The 
requirement that a voter must ibe in re- 
ceipt of a^ certain urinual income or pay a 
oertaiit annual rent, was bringing tho 
qualification to a money basis, .which he 
thought was not a right one..-If the bouse 
wiaiiod the debate Adjourned] ho bad no 
particular objection to otl'8r,_| ': [ j - 
Debate adjourned till Thuinday' njext- 

. LAND C05IMIXTBK. [ 

Mr. Poojey presented a further report 
of the land cominitteo. Iteceived. 

Mr. T. Davie moved ^hat;.an^ord^^.of :tbe^ 
house be fj;rante(T'fbr a return' sliowing all 
public buainbsa transacted from the date 
of tho last goiieriil election between tho 
government of IJritial) Columbia or any 
of its monjbera or any one acting in their 
behalf and K. . L. T. Galbraith, Esq., 
M. 1'. v., or (iiilbriiith Bros., of Koot- 
enay, John Crant, 12aq., M. P. P., or 
Oallhrcath, (iruiil & Cook, or Fletcher & 
Co., of Oasaitir, and R. Mc'Lueso, Esq ., 
Ai. I*. P., of Cariboo. 

Ill iiioviiig tho above, Mr. Davie said 
he wished honorable members tt) disabuse 
their minds of any itnprossion they might 
entertain of his having any personal feel - 
ing in the mutter. Ho should have been 
the last one to have referred to any such 
circumstances, but for the fact that an at- 
tack had been made upon a certain mem- 
ber of that house by certain other mem- 
bers,.. He waa not prepared to say that 
any transactions' men tinned in the. roturns 
did or did not atl'ect the requirements nf 
the conatitutioii uut, hia cuurae in tho' 
matter being ontiroly non-cununittal; but 
he did deem it to be just that wlietiior any 
of those gentlemen came within tlie pro- 
visions of tho act or not, they should all 
bo dealt with in tHe satire mUnTfier [Hear, 
hear.] He prcaiiiiied .'that vthis'ii explana- 
tion would be aulliuiont, as td' tholmutive 
that had induced him to place the!inotion 
on the notice paper. 
The motion.',«as seconded by Mr. Allen. 
Hon'. Mr/Kobso'n said he would sup- 
port tho resolution upon general principles 
and justice. The leader of tho opposi- 
tion had taken up the — he would not say 
contemptible, but certainly extraordinary 
role of "informer" upon fellow-members. 
The act provided that the pecuniary 
penalty goes . to. the "informer," jand; it 
could never have been contemplated that 
such a disreputablu bustnesa would bo 
taken up by a inamber of tlio house. He 
wos not ftwure of any member of any par- 
liament in any civilixed oounty ever hav- 
ing undertaken such work. :However, 
the leader of .{he opposition had^dune-so; 
and, ihaytng Bingled oiitithalhoiiorable 
member ' for New "Weatrniiis'te'r'i' it was a 
simple act of justice to include other 
and, perliapf, nmro deeply impliciitod 
membera on t\.z other aide of tho house. 
He would tuko the present opportunity 
of pointing out tho iiijuatioe done to tho 
honorable member for New WcstminBter 
by tho return sent down to the house. 
Take, for inatanco, the "a.Ke-handle" of 
which the opposition organs wore making 
such a handle. According to the returns 
it would appear aa if the government had 
paid tho firm $1 for a single axe-handle. 
But referring to that item in the "public 
accounts," it ajipoars as "a.xo-handle, 
etc." Going to llio fountain head, ho',7- 
ever, and referring to tho orig- 
inal voucher, it wua found that 
the item waa "axo handlos, etc." It would 
thus be seen that there was not theslight- 
ost ground for. the BUggeation of an over- 
charge, and, therefore, the opposition cry 
about tho govoriimont having corruptly 
bribed tho inembaru by paying one dollar 
for an "axehaiidio" foil, like most of their 
cries, flat. But there wasanother feature of 
the caae, which applied not alone to the 
'axehaudle'but to all the supplies to schools 
embraced in the return, 'and more or less 
to all the other transactions therein refer- 
red to. Hon. gentlemen were aware that 
an allowance of §40 wan made toevery ru- 
ral school for ' 'contingencies," that until 
year that this money was disbursed by the 
trustees of tho respective achools, and 
vouched for hy them. Tlio transactions 
now under consideration were under this 
head ; and not only had the govorninent 
nothing to do with these purchaaea, but ho 
felt quite sure that if they ventured to 
suggest or dictate to truateoa aa to ivhere 
they should buy their "axehandles," they 
would get a very short answer. All they 
had to do with the matter was to pay tho 
vouchers and take care that tho vote for 
contingencies was not exceeded. It would 
be soon, therefore, that, as a matter of 
fact, the govornmont had no more to do 
with these supplies being obtained from 
the firm of Cunningham & Company 
than tho leader of the opposition 
had, and tho same thing applied 
to a certain oxtont to tho other supjjliea 
which were under the ma'^nagonienl of a 
committee uf citixena, and with the pro^ 
curement of which, or the deciding where 
they were to be purchased, the govern- 
ment had nothing whatever to do. He 
considered it due to tho member ifor New 
Westminster, and to tho government, to 
make these statements, and honorable 
members and tho public would now see 
the einptiiiosa of the "axohandle" cry. 

Mr. Semlin said if the last speaker had 
anything to complain of in tho way in 
vrhich the return waRgbrought down, the 
honorable gentleman should inuko that 
complaint to hia own government and not 
to the opposition. To the end that tho 
matter might bo fully vontilated he would 
move that the government be requested 
to bring down returns of all business cor- 
respondence and husinuas transaolions be- 
tween thuin and any memuers of the house 
since the election of ilie latter. 

Mr. DuuHmuir — Tliin is all humbug aud 
claptrap (laughter), ami I would suggest 
that the leader of the opposition wthdraw 
bis resolution in regard to my honorable 
frioud on my right (Mr. Cunningham) and 
apologize to the bouHO for taking up its 
time, and for having made tho motlou. 
(Laughter.) By thus stopping this debate 
the honorable gentleman will bo doing good 
tothecouutry (laughter), for as long as 
this claptrap in carried on the more tho 
people will laugh lU u.h outHido; for they ore 
laughing at uh. 
'Mr. B»aveu said ho had no intention 



either of a])ologisdug or of withdirawiug aiiy 
roaojutipn. he had introduced in .Hiie regard. 
The CHoiirae he had pursued had only "been 
in accord with his dnty as a member of that 
house. 

Sfr. Grant was in favor of all returns 
alluded to iu the amendment being brought 
down. If such a mistake aa meutioued by 
the provincial seoretary with regard to tho 
axe handle had been made, it 
waa right it should be recti- 
fied. If the '•b" had been omitted tho 
error should be repaired. The roturiis 
would at any rate giye the people an. oppor- 
tunity of comparing the prioeof axe handles 
throughoutiOie.-'j>rovinjBe,;£^: ' j -a..

NKWOAal'l.E RKSKRVK. 

' Mr. Raybbuld moved that an order of 
the ' hduse be granted for a copy of the 
record, in tho record book of Nanaimo 
district, which shows the reservation of 
the so-called Newcastle townsite resorvo 
to hove existed prior to the 5th May, 1885. 

The mover said the question of this re- 
serve had been before the house several 
times this session. There had been some 
feeling engendered in the definition of 
this particular reserve, owing to the prox- 
imity uf the Island railway belt, and it 
was desirable that tho matter bu thorough- 
ly made clear. Seconded by Mr. Ding- 
wall. 

Mr. Beaven said it had been charged 
that great injustice had been done by tho 
chi^f commissioner to the settlers within 
the Island railway belt in not permitting 
them to take up laud on the ao-call'jd 
Newcastlia reserve, which he maintained 
the settlement, aot thTew.,open .to j^re-emp- 
tion. The act, while making special men- 
tion of other reserves, had not alluded to 
the Newcastle reserve, which was there - 
foro. thrown open to settlement. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe called the last speak- 
er to order. The return had not been 
objected to, and unless he were prepared 
to show there was no existing record, or. 
i;iye any reason why the return could not 
bo made, he vras entirely out of order. 

Mr. T. Davio said the positijn taken by 
the.leador of the opposition waa entirely 
inconsistent with his profoesions in that 
house. He (Mr. Beaven) had always urged 
that he was opposed to, monopolies and 
land-grabbing, .abdc:;^at^herel^.<(as found 
blaming the g6v»'DmenV for ' riot doing 
that which if they had done unsolicited, 
ho (Mr. Beaven) would havo been the first 
to charaoteriise as a land-grab.' 

The Spoako' oallfld, 'he hon. gentleman 
to order, saying there was nothing before 
the house to show that there was any at- 
tempt at land grabbing ucr tha^ anybody 
was tryiiTg to get possession of the land. 
The hon, gentleman would see that when 
the return came before the houiu he 
would be in a better position to go into 
details. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the point of or- 
der he had raised had not been attended 
to. If hon. gentlemen were allowed 
to go outside the resolution there would 
be no limit to the debate. 

Mr. Galbraith — I rise to a point of or- 
der. The last speaker is out of order. 

Speiikar-^oth hon. gentlemen are out 
of order, aiid must sit down. [Laughter.] 
Hon. Mr. Smithe — My- point.- of order 
was that other membenl^int beyond the 
subject of debate. 

Speaker— The hon. gentleman rose to 
a point of order, and instead of discuss- 
ing its merits went into other particulars. 
He should remember that he knows the 
information tHe hon. member .for Na- 
naimo wants to get, but he forgets that 
other members are not in the same po- 
sition. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe still claimed his right 
to speak on the point of order. Aa long 
na the opposite side of the housa were 
allowed such latitude in diacussiou he was 
compelled to depart in an equal degree 
for tlie purpose of refuting their atuto- 
inents. 

iMr. Pooley toso to speak, but tho 
Speaker said that tho member fur Victo- 
ria city (Mr; T. Davio) had tho floor if he 
choae to oxerciae hia right to it, 

Mr. T. Davio accordingly arose and 
said that Mr. Beaven was not conlendirn; 
that the lands should bu thrown oi>en to 
settlement, but was defending the claima 
of two individuals to certain portions of 
it. There was one clainiant to the land 
named Hoggan, though there was no sug- 
gestion of terms intended to refer to the 
fact that he kept hogs. [Laughter.] 

Speaker— I think the hon. gentleman 
hadabetter not go into details. [Laughter.] 
Mr. T. Davie — I merely wanted to 
show him (Mr. Beaven) up on the land- 
Hoggan .question. •[Renewed laughter,.] 

Mr. Pooley said the land committee 
were now going into the matter, and he 
held a very strong opinion on the sub- 
ject — one, moreover, which was not at all 
in accord with tho stateraoiit of the leader 
of the opposition. [Hoar, hear.]

OIVIC FOWEBS.;.;. 

Our esteemed morning contemporary is 
borrowing trouble. 11a fighta shftdowa 

■f ■ and graspa — nothing. Hia article yeater- 
day waa calculated to unduly alarm city 

V. ratepayers upon tho bare assumption of a 

, ^. ^tate of things that does not exist. Tlie 
city oounoil, it appears, have decided to 
ask 4he legislature for'powertoaell propor- 
' ty on which taxes are one year in 
arrears. Tho present net allows 
. three years' grace to delinquents, and ua 
ft natural consequence there are always 
from §15,000 to $18,000 due the city 
treasury which, although- rated as an asset 
in'tha oivio financial atatements, is never 
an available one. Many peraohs ullow 
their tuxes to fall behind three years ; 
then they p:iy one year's, leaving' two 
years' taxes unpaid. So long as the law 
remains as it ia the deliaquents can never 
bd forced to square 'accounta. Mean- 
. while, city improvements (the bone 
fits of, which the dolinquonta ah;>re 
with their more pronipt-to-pay follow- 
citizens) require to ba made, and city 
councilloi'3 are ofton at their wits' ends to 
bring the two ends together. NVe ask If 
it ia fair that an opportunity to avoid car- 
• rying a just share of the civic burden 
/ should be given to men who constantly 
■ • stii'dy. to escape ? Ls it right that there 
'shoiild be due tho city from year to year 
§15,000 to §18,000 by men who are 
abundantly able to discharge the liability 
at a moment's notice ? Our contemporary 
further takes exception to the proposed 
imposition of twenty per cent, additional 
on taxes i.i arrears upon u given data. 
The principle haa boon an well and lunt; 
ostabli.shed in tlila province that tha 
wundor ia any one can be found to de- 
mur. I'piin all taxes in arreara on tho 
30th 6f June each year the provincial 
governinept eoUeet at the rate of thirty 
per cent, odditional. The first asseaa- 
uient act called for the inipoaition of in- 
terest; but tliat method having been de- 

' ■ clarad unconatitutidnal the per cent, 
.system was substituted; and, strange 
to say, the government that subatitutod 
the last system was supported by our 
morning contemporary, who also gave tho 
plan his warm support ! Why the pro- 
vincial goose should bo served with a sauco 
that is denied tho municipal gander, per- 
haps the Standard will explain. Ourcon- 
tennporary further takes exceptions to a 
proposition to borrow money at the maxi- 
mum period of fifty years instead of twen- 
ty and thirty years, as now; and intimates 
that it is probably a plot on the part of 
the council to borrow .?800,000. Tliia is 
absurd and diahonast. The council has 
not the po\yer to raise a six-penny picu6 
by way of .{lebenturesj without the con- 
sent of the ratepayers; nor do they intend 
to make the attempt. Every bylaw pro- 
viding for a loan must be Bubtnitted to the 
ratepayers and cannot "have the force of 
law until it has been sanctioned by them. 
This is a very proper safeguard, and one 
which should never be removed. 
Tho ^.^Standard further says that 
the council propose to tax cab drivers and 
allow the o'vnero of livery stables to 
place as many vehicles on the streets as 
they liko without paying a license there- 
for. Nothing of the kind has been at- 
tempted. The law will remain unaltered 
in that reapeot. Every owner of a ve- 
hicle plying for hit Q on the public streets 
is compelled to pay at the same rate (S2 50 
every six months) whether he has cue 
vehicle or twenty running. The present 
council do not propose to alter the by- 
law in that respect; they merely propose 
to enforce it. If the by-law has not been 
put in operation it was not the fault of 
Mayor Fell acd his C'lncillors. The 
public may rest assured, in spito of the 
alarming article of our contemporary, that 
tVe amendments proposed to the munici- 
palities act do not bear tho construction 
placed on thura by our contemporary, 
and that they are all made to further the 
interests of the city. 

THE BALANCE SHEET. 

In our last Sunday's iasuo we claimed, 
and with justice, that it was unfair for 
the Times "to admit in one column of its 
yesterday's ifisue that at the end of the 
last fiscal year Ihero was an asset of §49,- 
COO odd, and, in another column of the 
same edition, state that there was tiien a 
a deficit of qyec ?292,000. Before we can 
pursue the UiscussioB further we wish to 
know which of these statements our con- 
temporary wishes to receive credence; or 
does it ask tho public to believe that both 
of them are correct ?" We still make the 
eanio contuntion, and after traversing 
nearly a column of what we presume was 
'inteadeil.tq.be a reply by oar oontempo 
rary, fail to discover anyidirect answer. 
Insljad, it wandors oil' into a most illogic- 
al attempt to prove that tlie delicit 
it previously announced does uxi.st. 
The method. aclppted to apparently make 

■■ its goint good is''the result of either ex- 
K'^-oeaaiye disingenubusnesa- or.,a pitiful ig- 
norance of ''figgers." The Times takes 
the public accounts of each fiscal year dur- 
ing tho present term and by publlahiiig 
the urdinani and e.ilYaurdiiiav]) sources of 
expenditure, but only the mdinafij sources 
of revenue, makes it appear bv this wily 
course that an imniansa deHuit existud at 
the end of las'; .1 uno. Not satialied with 
'. this, it admitiud in another part of tho 
same issue tha; there was an asset over 
liabilitieB, at that particular time, of 
§49,000 odd, and it • waa in view of tho 
dual position it took that we characterized 
. its conduct aa unfair. We still maintain 
that its position is parodoxical, and again 
ask it which statement it wishes to be be- 
lieved or whether it desires that bothshal^ 

' be deemed correct ?

This morning tho em- 
ployes eonsulted with tBe firm and the 
trouble was thought to be ended, but sub- 
sequently the proprietort|chanKed their 
minds and the shutdown hft^^eaulted. The 
firm say thoy will sell their works before 
they will submit to the iuterfoiouce of the 
organization. 

St. Louis, Jlarch 8. — All men em- 
ployed at Carondalet, below here, quit 
work this morning. This is an important 
point as it is the river terminus of the 
Kirkwood branch of the Misaoutl Pacific 
railway. The Brotherhood of brakeincn 
■ hero have notified that they are willing to 
continue work if thoy are not required to 
handle cars belonging to tho Missouri Pa- 
cific road. Many of this order are also 
Knights of Labor, ond all those employed 
on the Missouri Pacific went out with the 
other men. Superintendent Dickinson 
accepted their services on the conditions 
named. It has been stated in reference 
to transportation of mail that tiie Ivtiighta 
would permit only an engine and postal 
car and one coach to be run, hut it is 
now stated that they have abandoned this 
position and will allow full paaaotiger 
trains to ba run. 

Hautford, Conn., March 8. — The New 
York and New Havon railioad company 
has decided to raise the pay of its laborers 
on all divisions from Sl.iJii to §150 per 
day, beginning from April Ist. 

\Vasuinoton, D.O., iSlaroh 8. — "The re- 
mains of Senator Miller, who died liere, 
will be taken to California for burial. 

Co.NNKiJ.sviLi.i;, Pa., March 8. — Short- 
ly after noon to-day a serious explosion 
took place at the Uniondalo mine ut Dun- 
bar, four milea from hero, by which, two 
men were killed and twalvi othera ra-j 
ceived injuries, which will prove fatal in 
at last four caaes. The cause of the explo- 
sion was firo-dttinp. There was 2[i mon in 
the pit. The first explosion occurred about 
12:30 this p.m. The first explosion caused 
the death of three mun and injured throe. 
Tho rest ran toward tho mouth of the pit 
and before they reached it another explo- 
sion occurred; tho lights were blown out, 
dust blinded the men, and the passage- 
ways were blocked up and cut oflf all es- 
cape. Tho pit was on fire and a horrible 
death awaited the prisoners. Nine of 
them, who had been working In another 
entry, managed to make their way out 
before most of tho pit was choked. The 
force of the shock can be imagined, as 
It forced the men in the iMorrill, Calvin 
and Wheeler, the aiijoining mines, to 
drop their tools and rush puiiic-strickon 
to the' topi"; iThe .ground rolled and 
quaked a'o that many foil down and three 
in the Morrill mine were violently thrown 
against tho walla and seriously injured. 
Everybody rushed to tlie wall of the 
Uniondalo mine. A rescuing party wont 
to work with picks and shovels to force 
an entrance, and in a few moments an 
opening was raad#i;*nd several rushed 
forward to enter the mine, but were re- 
pelled by the violence? of the flumes. Tho 
first explosion was followed by two others 
in quick aoocession, and when Ihe smoke 
and fire cleared away, cries of pain and tlio 
moans of tthe injured were pitiful. 
They were lying in every direction, buried 
under masses of debria, several of them 
being horribly burned. Twelve of them 
wore found in a dying condition, while 
two others were dead and mangled al- 
most into an unrecognizable mass. 

TEXAS. 

Fort Woiitii, March 8. — A mass meet- 
ing of the Knights of Labor was hold hero 
to-night, at which tho ponding strike was 
discussed. Tho situation grows graver 
each hour. Passenger traffic on the Trans- 
continental division of the Texas it Pacific 
will, it is thought, be disconMnued, owing 
to the bad condition of the road. Cattle- 
men are losing large sums by the recent 
freight blockade. 

PuiLADELPUiA, March 8. — Grand Mas- 
ter Workman Powderly, of the Knightn 
of Labor organizationf who la in the city, 
said to-night to representatives of the as- 
sociated press that he had received no 
summons to St. Louis to settle diSicutties 
between strikers and tho Gould eystem of 
roads, and that there is no significa^ice in 
the fact that ao many , strikes arB.,n^iv ., in 
prbgreaa in tK© Utiiydi'Mtaltelf by/ aaaem- 
bliea of tha Khigfita^ of Labor, "li. is a 
coincidence nierely," said he, "and there 
ia no concerted action contpinphited by 
the order, as has been suggested by the 
strikers, being incidental. '

ENGLAND. 

LoNUON, March 8. — It has been ascer- 
tained by the press that Gladstone is con- 
fined to his room, and has spent all the 
time since Sunday in bod. Ministera who 
required by tlio exigenoias of atate buai- 
nea to call upon him have been received 
in his bedroom. Ho attends to necessary 
correspondence by dictatioii. 

The steamer Actor, from Baltimore, has 
arrived at t^Hioenstown, Fearful storms 
occurred during the voyage, in which the 
boats lost two sailors who were washed 
nverboard, Another namtid Brown waa 
killed at the wheel, Tlie Acton hove to 
all day February 'Jolli, when a hurricane 
wasblowini^. At 10 o'clock in tlio even- 
ing enormous waves broke over the vessel 
.sweeping bur decks. Tho wheel-house 
waa swept away and the steering gear 
<lestroyed. For a number of hours the 
steamer was at the mercy of the waves. 
Tho captain and mate narrovi'ly escaped 
with their lives. At this juncture quan- 
tit'es of oil wore poured on the water, 
and the effect was most gratifying, the 
sea being quieted so that tho crow wore 
able to make repairs and save tho vessel. 

The government has decided to attach 
to tho colonial office an emigrant informa- 
tion bureau. 

Cliiirlos Russell, atlnriiey-genoral, and 
Horace Uavey Fox, who engineered the 
Morsey tunnel, were knighted to-day. 

Tlio London and Northwestern Railway 
Go. have issued an order discharging one 
thousand navvies. The men thrown out 
of work aro nearly all Iriahinun. Tho 
company say that the present depression 
of trade in Great Britain has made the 
action iiecoasary. 

John Morley, chief secretary for Ire

The main Saanich road in places is in 
bad condition--parlicularly that portion 
north of Stevens', and should be given 
immediate..attention. The east road, how- 
ever, is in first-class condition for driving 
and hauling. A number of people took 
advantage of tho o.v.ceptioiial weather of 
Sunday to drivu through tho district, 
stopping of course at Henderson 'aforlunch, 
whore ca.n always be tuund a welcome and 
a hearty lueah This place should become 
an attractive snrnmer resort.for the balmy 
air, tho calm waters of tho arm, shut 
in by high hills, and tho general beauty of 
tho place make it a point of healthy and 
pleasurable resort. With the changing 
phase of aflfaira in this city, no doubt hun- 
dreds will free theniaelves from the cares 
of business for quiet recreation at Saanich 
in the summer months of the years to 
come.

EViWXNO SESSION. ! 1>m^''*-' 
House went liito -committee, .on = a Mil 
entitled an "Act to amend the' Nauoimo 
■water works act, 1885," Mr. OunuingliitJu' 
iu the chair. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said clause ItS should be 
amended to read "It shall not bo lawful for 
the company or its coutractors .to employ 
any Chinese in connection with this nudor- 
takiug or iu maiulaiuiug tho same." llo 
thought tho projioaed ameudwoutB to pri- 
vate bills with regard to employment of 
Chiueae that had been framed by the attor- 
ney-general were too, stringent. 

' Hon.- Mr. Smithe did' not suppose there 
\Yas 'a inembor of that house esceiii the last 
speaker who would object to the clause be- 
ing iusorted. Tho government proposed to 
treat all private bills, which conferred privi- 
leges upon the promoters, alike, and invari- 
ably insert the clauae. (Hoar, hoar.) 

Mr. Galbraith said tho honorable luombor 
for Nauaiwo should do the graceful thing 
and sot himself right before the country by 
moving that the clause bo iusorted. When 
ho and* other houorable members had 
passed away, aucceodiug geuorutions would 
aav of the honorable member for Nanaimo, 
"What a philanthropist .he was!," They 
will rise up and call him" blessed. (A 
laugh.) 

Mr. Duusujuir answerod that ho did kuhw 
wh«?<her thoy would look up or down ou that^ 
occasion (laughter), but they would at any 
1 ate say tho course he had: always pursued 
was consiateut. 

Tho clan.io wit'h regard to uniploymoni of 
C'hiuose was insortod; tho penally for ouch 
ofl'euco uuder it baiug tlxed not to oxecod 
$'25 nor less than $10. 

Mr. Drake asked if the restriction of 
Chinese waa meant to apply to patural 
ized Chinese. If so. it vai possible that 
in passing the amendment the houae was 
exceding its powers in legislating against 
its own people. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe waa undoubt- 
edly intended to exclude these also; but 
whether that effort would be successful 
remained tu be seen. 

Bill leported complete with amend- 
ments. 

.MKCHANR's' LIKN. 

Mechanics' Lien bill (in committee); 
Mr./Martin in the chair. 

Speaking to clause 14 Mr. Drake asked if 
it was intended to give the mechanic a di- 
rect lien upon the property of tho owner, 
or merely to give him a cumulative reme- 
dy to recover the amount of wages due 
him. ' .• ; 

Hon. Mr. Duck said it was to give him. 
a lien upon the property to an amount not 
exceeding SslOO. 

Speaking to clause 20, which proposed 
to give justices of tho peace power to issue 
an injuuctiua- restraining tho removal of 
propetfy against which a lien hud been 
registered, Mr. Wilson said that while 
aware of the well intentioned efforts of 
the introducer (Hon. Mr. Duck) to protect 
a most deserving claas of tho community, 
he was afraid that through no fault of his 
(Mr. Duck's) the act would prove a fail- 
ure. Experience had shown that moat of 
tho acta in this direction wore failures, 
not only here, but elsewhere. In Ontario, 
judges had expressed themselves strongly 
on the difticulty they met in constniuig 
these acts which were found, as he waa 
afraid this would be found, to bo unwork- 
able. If he were called upon to argue the 
case of a client under it, he could say, 
honestly, he would not know how to con- 
strue its many apparent cgntradictiona. 
If the act ever got to court the houao 
would expose itself to ridicule, he waa 
alfnoat inclined to say to contempt. Tho 
unfortunate man who came under its pro- 
visions would go to a lawyer who would 
most likely say, "I cannot really toll you 
what it means, but you can go into court 
and 6nd. out !" -Aa one example of tho 
injuries it might inflict he might cllude 
to a nijst dangerous clause which pro- 
posed to put into tho hands of a justice 
of the peace, the power of issuing an in- 
junction on the owner of property, rs- 
straining him from removing the same 
while a lion was registered against it. All 
justices of the peace tried, no doubt, to 
act rightly, but if audi power were put 
into their hands thay would almost bo 
,ture to misunderstand it. Tho bill waa 
sure to cause more litigation than all 
acta that had been passed during 
the seasion. The acts already on the 
statute books referring to liens wore 
difficult of construction, and this being 
tho caao how much more would not tho 
difliculty be increased by the present bdl. 
He would have been only too happy to havo 
supp'^rted the bill, whose mover he knew 
tu bo heartily in favor of ^the rights of tho 
class in whoso interests -the-bill was in- 
troduced, but he felt too firmly convinced 
that it would not only miscarry in ita iu- 
terests, but was, as it stood, unconstitu- 
tional. 

Mr. Drake took a somewhat similar 
view|and proposed that clauae 20 be 
struck out. 

Hon. Mr. Duck said there had nothing 
as yet been produced to tho houae which 
he could see would at all preclude the act 
from passing. It had not been shown that 
it would injure anyono; or, would ho un- 
workable." 

"Mcaars Wilson and flalbraith wero of 
opinion that the act aa at present was un- 
workable, and recommended that it either 
be withdrawn or that further considera- 
tion bo given it. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said he could not ace 
why such suggestions'^should be offered at 
that stage. Let the bill pans through its 
various clauaes, amosding them \^'hcre

Ottawa, Feb. 27. — Jn the Senate 
. last uight a discussitn arose over the

$70,000. lu that connectioa, Senator 
Ogilvie, who guaranteed the bank to 
the Government, was attacked by San- 
• ator Alexander and retorted tiercely. 
A scene of exoiteiuoat followed. Ogil- 
vie obncliided saving that Alexanders 
stateincints "were as.^faUe as hell." The 
affair has temporarily ended, 

THE DEllATE OU THE ADDRESS. 

Mr. Everett, successor of Mr. Bur- 
pee, moved the address iu reply to the 
upeecb from the throne and mado an 
.admirably praotipal speech m review 
, of the subjects referred to, The secon- 
der, Mr. Ward,, of East.'Diirbain, is 
easy and graceful and' made an im- 
pression. 

Mr. Blake gave the characteristic 
sledge-hammer speech. He expressed 
regret at the.late'dafce oE-'opening, and 
criticised the reference in speech to the 
possible necessity of increasing the 
Marine Police. He thought the com- 
mercial depression was brought about 
by the fiscal policy of the Government. 
Referring to the Northwest doveloj) 
ment, he regretted the various railways 
constructed there had been allowed to 
create an enoi;moua capital account, in 
excess of the value or cost'of construc- 
tion, upon which the people would 
have^to pay toll. Thf! proposal to grant 
representation was in accordance with 
the policy the Opposition advocated for 
years. He believed the organization of 
the local military force there should be 
pushed. He referred to the visit to 
England of Sir John, and alluding to 
the changes in the Oabtnet, critcised 
them. 

Sir John, in reply, charged Mr. 
Blake with playing loose with regard 
to Northwest atCairs. He charged him 
with trying to stir up a bad feeling. 
He re-enunciated his ssntiments on the 
question of the unity of the Empire. 
His reply to iVIr. Blake's criticism was 
eflective with regard to the allegation 
tbat the N, P., had ])roved a failure. 
He dared the Opposition to make a 
motion in favor of free trade. Mr. 
Cartwright followed in a feeble at- 
tempt to make light of Sir John's ut- 
terances in England, but in return was 
brought to task by Mr- White, of 
OurdwoU. The debate then concluded 
and the address passed,

— When the ex- 
amination of Edward Kelly wii.s called 
in Special (Joannissioncr fcipencer's 
court this morning, Mr. liyan, leading 
counsel for the defense, announced 
that Mr, Catlicart, the associate, was 
sick. Ho himself had an important case 
on hand in another court, and would 
like an adjournment until Monday 
next, which was granted. The defense 
succeedeel in mixing up Dugan's testi-. 
nioiiy and breaking the force of the 
most damaging statement, but it is al- 
leged Kelly confessed he killed Baird 
to other parties Ijeside Dugan, and that 
the Canadian otliciala have these wit 
nesses here, keeping them shady until 
the time comes to testify. When Ro- 
bert Baird was killed, another man 
with hirn was struck by the bullet, after 
passing through Baird 's body, in. his 
own abdomen. He aii.st;iineil injuries 
which so |)reyed uiioii hih, iiiiiul that 
the mere nieuLion of iinythiiig i.'onneet- 
ed with the killing of liaird would 
throw him into a .sjiecies of insanity. 
For this reason he was not called upon 
to testify, but he saw the man who kill- 
ed Baird, and can, if he will, tiescribe 
the dress and figure with minutt^ ac- 
curacy. It is said this man has so far 
recovered from the injury he rcccavcd 
that ho will attempt to testify on bo- 
half of the Canadian Government. The 
development of the case tend to show 
that the true name of Kelly is Samuel 
Laugliliu, and that ho comes from o 
good family who reside at or near 
Springfiold, 111. He has a sinter in this 
city, a young lady well-known in tin; 
most polite society, and u great favorite 
among a wide circle of acquainliince.s.-
